Many of the faithful sons of Jeffer- 
son firmly believe that Mayor-Elect 
Dever has about 4,000 jobs to distrib- 
ute—and of course each worker wishes 
one of them. 

Technically speaking, there are a 
trifle more than 3,900 city jobs. at 
the disposal of Mr. Dever, for which 
there are appropriations this year of, 
approximately $6,165,000. Divide the 
$6,000,000 by the 3,900 places and it 
is perfectly apparent that those are

62 of these jobs pay less than $2,000 
ayeareach. All these may be dished 
out as political discretion dictates. 

The figure of 198 will be a shock to 
some of “the boys.” They have read 
that there are more than 18,000 city 
employés, excluding those. of the board 
of education, and that the salary roll 
for the 18,000 is more than $33,000,000 
a year. But nearly’ 96 per cent of 
these jobs are under civil service. 

On!y about 800 places are exempted. 
Most of them are in the elettion com- 
missioners’ offices and in the Munici- 
pal court. The Democrats already 
have the places devoted to oiling the 
election machinery. Only a few are 
held by Republicans—the nunfber be- 
ing 41 the day before the election. All 
the jobs in the Municipal court are 
filled, and the Democrats have the 
bailiff’s office exclusively. Also in- 
cluded in the 800 places are eighty 
elective positions. 

Peak Salary Is $10,000. 

Simmering it all down, there are 
198 exempt places, paying about $675 -

OUR DIPLOMATS AND OUR 
POLICY. 


Tt has been said that the chief duty of our am- 
bassador at the court of St. James is to get invita-| 
tions for his fellow countrymen to the king's 
garden parties, and the cynieism contains more 
truth than the home folks suspect. 

We make a serious mistake if we carry this 
notion too far. Our @iplematic agents will al- 
ways biive grave responsibilities. If their duties 
as negotiatérs are greatly diminished their im- 
portance as sources of information and advice | 
remains very great. A misreading of “he situaticn 
and of the forces in a foreign country may be de 
cisive with an ambassador’s government, and in a 
crisis may precipitate a fata! course of action. The 
case of Prince Lichnowsky, German ambassador to 
Great Britain in 1934, may be in point, although 
there is doubt as to the facts. But, at any rate, he 
was blamed for mixinterpreting British opinion and 
intention and thus encouraging the German foreign 
office to believe that England would not act with 
France to the extent of going to war. This blame 
may be an alibi for the government, but the fact re- 
mains that the judgments not only of Lichnowsky 


but of all the diplomatic representatives of all the, 


powers involved were extremely important factors 
in the shaping of their respective courses of action.

The asséciation further asserts there are fifteen 
schools maintained by radicals in New York, em 
ploying Sunday school methods for the inculcation 
of radical ideas on religion and morality; that three 
have been reported in Chicago and that many more 
are planned for American cities. 


We think the association is emphasizing one of 
the most serious problems before the American 
people. Roosevelt said “ people educated in intel;

Powerful agencies exist for religious and moral 

education in the churches through their Sunday 
schools and many related activities, and the Cath- 
olics, the Lutherans, and in the Atlantic states the 
Episcopalians maintain also a system of parochial 
schools in which secular education as well as re- 
ligious instruction is provided. Among the Irot- 
estant churches interdenominational organizations 
like the Sunday School association and the Sunday 
School council, now merged, are at work uaifying 
and extending the educational forces of the: Prot- 
estant churches, The service to the social health 
of American society of these many religious agen- 
cies is inadequately realized. If it were realized 
and if the need of the nation for it were realized it 
would be better supported. Certainly our country 
and its institutions, founded as they are upon the 
character of our people and not upon mere legal 
and political forms, cannot hope to prosper without | 
the current of religious and moral influence kept 
flowing by these organizations. 
But while we may hope the increasing scope and 
eMiciency of religious agencies will progressively 
reduce the number of our youth which is out of 
their reach, the fact cited by the Sunday School 
association, that over a half million of Cook coun- 
ty’s youth get no religious or mora! instruction of 
any kind, must remind us that we have here a spe 
cia] problem. We believe that instruction in morals 
must lack a good deal of force when divorced from 
religious inspiration, but morals have a validity 
apart from any religious sanction, and it is of the 
gravest social importance that all our youth should’ 
be taught the significance and value of those princi- 
ples of right conduct upon which civilized society 
depends.

So far as Europe and Asia are concerned, the 
Internationale, according to reports of its discus 
sions, depends upon the Russian army as the de- 
cisive agency when a people’s misfortune and a 
Red propaganda have prepared the way. A Red 
revolt which promises results is to be promptly 
supported by an attack from the Russian army. 

The fifth anniversary of the Red army ‘was 
recently celebrated and Trotzky has been re- 
viewing the history and present situation of that 
formidable military agent in the press. He 
says its efficiency is due to its revolutionary 
(bolshevist) mucieus and to the huge quantity of 
peasant reserves.

WILL DOWNSTATE VOTERS 
BOW TO SMALL’S LASH? 


An editorial from a dowrstate newspaper, whose 
editor, we are reliably informed, is on Gov. Smalls 
patronage roll for $3,6(0 a year, comes to us recom- 
mending the proposed $100,000,000 road bond issue. 
Specifically, it wants a new road from the home 
town to another town. It is to bind the 
property owners of the state to pay $100,000,000 
and interest of some $50,000,000 to get that road. . 
It would trade the political freedom and self- 
respect of its cammunity for that road. 


Such political influences make life hard for legis- 
lators who, in the interest. of economy, scientific 
road building, and noncoercive politica, oppose the 
$100,000,000 proposal. Their communities want 
more good roads. The Small sycophants within 
them organize a delegation, lead it with a brass 
band to Springfield, whoop it up for Small, get his 
agsurance that the reads will be bufit as soon as 
the community proves its loyalty to the Small 
practices and the bond proposal, and carry the 
word back home. 

‘Tremendous political pressure is thus put upon 
the representatives of such a community. If they 
-oppose Small or the bonds they are promptly ac- 
cused of working against the roads and the wel- 
fare of their constituencies. It is grossly unjust 
to honest representatives, and equally unintelli- 
gent. 

The facts are that these communities can and 
will get their roads much more cheaply, and just 
as quickly, and certainly if they support inde- 
pendent and self-respecting representatives as they 
will if they send men to Springfield who will bang 
their foreheads on the floor at the feet of King 
Len. The legislators can tell the governor what to 
do with as much authority as he can tell them. 
Those who are doing so should not be discredited. 
They represent the best thought of their com- 
munities. 


If the taxpayers and voters have any self-respect. 
they must resent the administration’s efforts to 
coerce them on roads to which their right is un- 
questionable and superior to politics. They can 
prove their self-respect by supporting senators and 
representatives who are fighting for their rights 
rather than those who are capitulating for a con-

OUR HEROIC FRENCH ASSOCIATE. 


(Free translation from German Abendpost.} | 

Since the man who made America infamous, Wood- 
row Wilson of the fourteen broken oatha, erected his 
Versailles treaty, and since the quintet Hughes- 
Hoover-Herrick-Harvey-Harding has so ably started 
to keép our nation from retrieving its honest name 
before God and men—since that time the crop of 
hatred between nations has been shooting up mer- 
rily.

UNITE IN PEACE AS IN WARB FOR 
PUBLIC GOOD. 
| Marquette, Mich., March 30.—-The peo- 
ple of the United States always become 
united in great national crises. Conflict- 
ing interests fuse in the white heat of 
patriotic fervor, and one mighty purpose 
animates the entire collective body of 
our citizenship. Why, then, cannot the 
same thing or something like the same 
thing occur when great national im- 
provements are contemplated that would 
benefit the nation as a whole? 
For example, take the Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence waterway under consideration. 
More than one-third of all the states of 
the union would be benefited directly 
if this projected waterway were to be- 
come a fact, and it takes no very great 
intelligence to comprehend the fact that 
the whole natton would also be bene- 
fited. For, if the total wealth of a na- 
tion be increased, every part of the na- 
tion would ultimately benefit. The fore- 
going is fundamental; it is axiomatic. 
The great states lying adjacent to the 
great lakes region want this waterway, 
and they want it and need it badly. 
While New York, as is natural when 
selfishness and greed dominate men, em- 
phatically does not want it. 
New York, through its able representa- 
tives, states that there are 50,000,000 
horse power in the United States that 
are capable of hydro-electric develop- 
ment. Well, what of it? Is that any 
argument against developing water 
power on the St. Lawrence as secondary 
to the main purpose, that of a ship canal? 
Then, too, New York claims that it would 
have to pay 30 per cent of the projected 
waterway. Grant, for the sake of argu- 
ment, that this statement is true. I 
would like to ask the proponents of the 
New York idea where it gets the money 
to pay for things; this and any other 
thing? Isn't New York exacting tribute 
from the whole nation, dnd hasn't it al- 
ways exacted such tribute, just because 
it is the nation’s seaport? 
When the very existence of our coun- 
try seemed in danger, treasure unstinted 
was poured out to save us from the en- 
emy. Peace has its conflicts as well as 
war. And it is time that the nation as 
a whole waked up to some of the things 
we need as a nation to make us prosper- 
ous and great. Let the people rouse them- 
selves as in time of war. Let all un- 
selfish interests be submerged in the gen- 
eral good. Let all good citizens work 
together for the glory and prosperity of 
our common country, the greatest the 
sun e’er shone upon.

You are writing in. direct opposition 
to the government and the Audubon so- 
ciety. Our birds are rapidly disappear- 
ing and. why hasten their destruction? 
I-was in Michigan last summer, where 


many birds spend their summers sad 
rear their young. Many were inquiring, 
“ What has become of our birds? There 
are no more crows nor biuejays and 
there used to be numbers of them?’ 
Many said they were in favor of putting 
a stop to the kiiling of birds altogether. 
There is too much shooting going on all 
the time, and there is no end to ths 
lawbreakersa. 

Iam a member of the Audubon society, 
and I have been a close observer of 
birds for years. I have yet to see the 
first crow or the first sparrow or blue 
jay harm other birds. Take Chicago, for 
instance, | have observed the sparrows 
destroying hundreds of insects. Hawks 
live for the most part on large insects, 
especially grasshoppers. 

I have recently come from Louisiana, 
where I have been spending the winter. 
In the bird reservations there is no 
trouble among the birds. They live to 
gether in peace.

TO STORE WATER 


Rebuild i lin of 
Biblical Days. 


JERUSALEM, April 7.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]—-The pressure of an 
electric button put in motion the ma- 


pools of Solomon to the Holy City. It 
is the consummation of years of work, 
involving a large outlay and much en- 
gineering ski)l. 

Formerly the city had but one small 
fountain, so that the people were al- 
most entirely dependent upon cisterns, 
which were often so foul that out- 
breaks of typhoid and malaria were 
common. 
Use Solomon’s Pools. 


The military administration under 
Gen. Allenby discovered springs in the 
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Judean hills, about seven miles south 
of Jerusalem, and by building a reser- | 
voir on a neighboring hill they were | 
able to pump into this and ther have 
the water flow into Jerusalem by sTav- 
ity. This, however, proved inate | 


few miles south of Bethlehem, known 
as Solomon’s Pools. Although they 
bear the name of Israel's great king, 
they doubtless date from the Herodian 
period, but they were repaired in the 
sixteenth century by the sultan, Suli- 
man the Magnificent. 


Through Solid Rock. 
These pools had been out of repair 
for several hundred years. Two have 
been cleaned and recemented.and will 
greatly increase the Jerusalem water 
supply. The water for these pools is 
more than three miles further south 
and over half of this distance it is 
brought through a tunnel cut through 
the solid rock.

000,000 in orders for automotive vehi 
cles, which he said, the company wou! 
have been ready to manufacture but 
for the government's interference. 

After his sentence Pandolfo has 
made a spirited fight to prevent serv- 
ing time in the penitentiary.

CORPORATION ACT! 


AT STAKE IN BILL 
AT SPRINGFIELD 


Defeat of Amendment: 
May Kill Law. 


BY FRANK BUTZOW. 

Springfield, I1)., April 7.—[( Special.) 
~-Failure of the Dahlberg amendment 
to the corporation law endangers the 
entire act and means at least an ap- 
Propriati@™® of $20,000 from the state 
treasury. for refunds to corporations 
which have paid franchise taxes on no 
par value stock. Secretary of State Em- 
merson declared today. 

The Dahlberg bill was offered to cure 
a defect found in the corporation act 
by the Supreme court which held that 
the secretary of state could not col- 
lect a franchise fee on no par. value 
stock for the purpose of collecting the 


fee. The bill establishes a uniform 
value of $100 on no par value stock 
and fixes the fee at 5 cents per share. 

The measure was the first bill to 
pass the house and has been pending 
in the senate since.

the manufacture of tires. The Ameri- 
can automobile industry consumed 
more than $1,000,000,000 worth of rub- 
ber last year. This was made into 
$2,000,000 rubber tires and 34,000,000 
inner tubes. In‘'1919 we produced more 
than $1,300,000,000 worth of rubber 
goods. There are about 30,000 articles 
in use today made wholly or partly of 
rubber. More than 27,000,000 miles of 
telephone and telegraph cabies now in 
operation are insulated with rubber, 
and in addition rubber is used to fim 


sulate more than fifty-six thousand’ 


miles of ocean cables. 

The demand for rubber is expected 
to increase greatly this year, especial- 
ly as the prospect for a record year 
in automotive production is steadily 
developing.

Save the Finish. 


The varnish on a new car should 
be ully washed if you wish to 


preserve the luster. One of the first 
things to do is to give it a cold bath 
by turning the hose on it. The cold 
water hardens the varnish and is 
leas likely to scratch from dust and 
sand. Overcautious owners have their 
car rinsed off every night with cold 
water until the varnish is set. After 
ringing with cold water the car should 
ve thoroughly dried with a chamois. 
Do not allow any drops of water to re- 
main on the car, as these, when dry, 
will leave marks on the varnish. 

When the car has been splashed with 
mud care should be taken to remove it 
as soon as possible, for mud left to dry 
on new varnish will leave Spots which 
will be almost impossible to remove. 

If there should be a little dust on 
your new varnish and you feel as 
though you must wipe it off, use a wool 
duster—not a cloth-——as the cloth duster 
scratches the varnish.

Ask U. S. Aid in. 
Highway Building 


Hawaiian islands are entitled 
to share in federal aid road funds 
in the opinion of MgO. Eldridge, 
executive chairman of the Amer- 
ican Automobije association. 


“Hawaii is six times larger than 
Rhode Island, pays more internal reve- 
nue taxes into the federal treasury 
than any one of sixteen other states, 
her contribution being $21,000,000 a 
year, and owing to her strategic posi- 
tion as an outpost of the United States 
she is entitled to the protection of 
Uncle Sam and to share in all federal 
aid road appropriations made by con- 
greas,” he declared. 

“In other words, Hawaii is an in- 
tegral part of the United States and 
is entitle? to anything that any other 
part of the United States is entitled to.” 

Efforts of the Hawaiian islands to 
have the provisions of the federal aid 
road act extended to the territory of 
Hawaii are meeting with warm support 
from officials. 

Cc. C. Cottrell, manager of the good 
roads bureau of.the California State 
Automobile association, has written to 
headquarters stating that the Califor- 
nia association has gone into the ques- 
tions of roads in Hawaii very thor- 
oughly and is satisfied that the islands 
deserve federal] aid in the building up 
of a: system of good roads. 

The visit of Secretary of the Terri- 


| tory Raymond C. Brown to Washing- 


ton delegated to the task of furthering 
the federal aid project opened the cam- 
paign. 

Brown pointed out that the value of 
Hawalian imperts annually is $56,000,- 
000, while her exports amount to §72,- 
000,000. Hawaii has a population of 
250,000 and has expended on roads in 
the last ten years without any federal 
help over $6,000,000. The improvement 
of roads in Hawaii, he said, means in- 
'ereased production and increased réve- 
nue to the government as well as bet- 
ter defense for the Pacific coast out- 
post of the United States. 

The plan suggested at present is to 
have a separate clause written and 
enacted into law providing that the 
territory of Hawaii shall hereafter be 
included under the provisions of the 
federal highway act. It is felt that it 
will be better to handle the matter in 
this’ way than to attempt to amend 
the act. y ’

| Lemon Water. 

. Lemon water does not sound attrac- 
tive, yet if made as directed in an old 
book, or as I interpret the directions 
there, which are not specific, and 
served quite cold, it is more palatable 
without a single addition than one 
would imagine before drinking it, and 
if the flavor of the peel was not wholly 
‘agreeable to the drinker, it might be 
made with less water. 

’ The recipe said, to two slices of 
lemon thinly peeled with a little bit 
of the peel and a little bit of sugar 
add a pint of boiling water, or two full 
cups, cover closely, and let stand two 
hours. I took slices one-fourth of.an 
inch thick, and at that rate out of one 
lemon there could be made a quart and 
a half of lemon water. I did not use 
any sugar, because I wanted to see if 
it would be drinkable without, and 
thought it was. More than that, the 
slices of lemon still contained consid- 
erable sour juice, and might be used 
with a mayonnaise dressing for a salad 
garnish, or to eat with sugar or dipped 
in a sirup and used to garnish a fruit 
compote,

When these are cooked the 
hot clear water around them makes a 
delicious drink, and easier for many 
people to take than the prunes them- 
selves. If these were to be cooked for 
a puree of marmalade they might 
be soaked in two cups of water per 
pound, but three could be used when 
a drink was desired, and the best fruit 
would flavor four cups, but might lose 
some of its own piquancy, as would 
any prune of any sort, but would yet 
be agreeable if dipped in hot sugar 
sirup.

4s, Jf a machine is used daily it will need 
) {a little attention at the end of every 
‘day's work; but if used as the average 
: swomen uses it, a thorough overhauling 


a week will keep it running well. 


Never use any but the best sperm oil 
unless you buy that sold by the makers 
of your machine. Once in a while it is 
a good plan to use kerosene instead of 


oil—unthreading the machine. After 
using the kerosene run the machine 
well for a few minutes. Then let the 
kerosene remain on over night. It will 
cut the dirt and help dislodge old oil. 
In the morning clean well every part 
of the machine seeing that no oil or 
dirt remmains. It can then be oiled, and 
after running a little, wipe thoroughly 
so that no oil will get on the sewing. 
Oiling is often too lavishly done. It 
should be done at night when possible

with the machine as to the right sized | 
needle to use with a certain number | 
of thread or silk—the right length of | 
stitch, etc. I21 someé machines the | 
tension is never touched, but where | 
it has to be adjusted, try the stitch on | 
ecraps of the cloth you are to sew on, | 
using the usual thicknesses.

Mozart operas are more talked about than heard in this age. 
The Chicago Opera in years past made attempts at “ The Mar- 
riage of Figaro” and “Don Giovanni,” the latter with Titta 
Ruffo and Mario Ancona as two incumbents of the name part; 
another Hinshaw company presented “ The Impresario” here 
earlier in the season; once, a few years ago, there was an ama- 
teur presentation of “ Bastien and Bastienne” at Orchestra 
hall; there was an earlier “ Figaro” performance by a com- 
pany directed by Herman Devries. 


They say it is hard to find good Mozart singers, which is 
more or less true. The melodic line of Mozart demands first 
class singing; no error in the singer’s art is going to be covered 
up by personality or acting ability.

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STRUCTURE OF THE SUN. 
HERE is something weird and 
T fantastic about a sun spot. The 
sun appears so blazingly bright 
that it seems strange that its 
surface should be bored by deep, dark 
holes. : 
Ne unprotected eye can even bear 
to glance at the noonday sun. A tele- 
scope is even worse; no glass can even 
be pointed at the sun for long with- 
out risking breaking a lens. Yet there 
are various filters and optical devices 


to take out most of the solar glare, 
so that a fairly good view may be 
had of sun spots. 

Sun spots are places where the air 
on the sun is settling down, like the 
air on clear, ‘cold, blue-skyed days ig 
settling on earth, Beause gases 
from above are entering regions of 
greater pressure below, their capacity 
for. carrying vapors is increased, and 
they look clear and dark.

The sun does 
not rotate so fast, in proportion to 
its size, as the earth does, and in con- 
sequence its storms do not gyrate so 
violently as terrestrial storms do. 


The sun is a sphere of white hot 
gas 886,000 miles in diameter. There 
is no burning there, for there is noth- 
ing to burn. Yet its temperature in 
the outside layers is well above the 
heat_of an arc lamp. 


There is nothing solid on the sun, 
and nothing. truly liquid. The fan- 
tastic shapes which play about the 
spots, or leap above them in huge, cur!l- 
ing, scartet prominences, or roll along 
the sun’s horizon like the billows of 
a prairie fire, all of these are gaseous. 

Astronomers believe that the center 
of the sun is also gaseous, but gases 
preased by their own gravity to the 
consistency of tar. 

The sun no surface, in the sense 
that land or water hasa surface.

Conducts the ‘Friend In Need’ Department 


By Margaret Reidy Stevers 


(Sally Joy Rrown) 


HE PURPOSE of the “Friend in Need” 

Department of The Tribune is to be 
“the medium through which the friend in 
deed and the friend in need may be brought 
together.” 


For example: Suppose you have refur- 


nished your living room and don’t know 
what to do with the discarded rug, but 
revolt at the idea of throwing it away 
while some service is left in it. The De- 
partment will be glad to tell you of some 
poor family to whom the rug would be a 
god-send. 


From this it might seem that the De- 
partment works as follows: (a) Get the 
offer of an article; (b) find a recipient 
therefor. As a matter of fact, this process 
has been reversed, and now consists rather 
of (a) receiving an appeal for an article; 
(b) procuring a donor thereof. The present 
appearance of the Department in print re- 
flects this latter order. The standing box 
and the Sunday lead address themselves to 
possible givers; below them comes the 
array of letters setting forth the needs of 
askers. These letters are by no means all 
that are received. Usually for each letter 
printed we have a number making the same 
request on file. The most appealing letter 
of the group is printed as a “puller” for the 
others. 


WORKING METHODS: Aside from 
procuring offers, our central problem, as in 
all work essentially philanthropic, is that 
of guarding against mafingerers and 
“spongers.” Since 'an investigation staff 
obviously is impracticable, we solve this 
ent together. Instead of receiving dona- 
tions and forwarding them, we supply 
would-be donors with names and addresses 
and request them to deliver their goods in 
person. Each donor thus becomes his own

influence to work to do good. The “Friend in Need’ 


investigator—an arrangement which not 
only, relieves the Department of an enor- 
mous burden but creates a oroughly 
“human” relation between dofior and re- 
cipient. The office routine is based entirely 
upon this basic working principle. 


For example: When a request is received 
--as, for example, when a widowed mother 
asks for children’s clothing—the name, ad- 
dress and request are copied on a card for 
file. If the letter is to be used in the paper 
the card is white; if not the card is yellow. 
The white cards are filed by name and the 


yellow by article, as “Baby Clothing,” 
“Bedding.” etc. 


3 


Usually each request printed draws sev- 
eral offers. The “white card name”—that 


_ is, the name of the person writing the ap- 


peal—is sent to one of the offerers, and 
“yellow card names”—that is; names of peo- 
ple who make the same request, but whose 
letters were not printed—sent to the oth- 
ers. From our experience with the “pulling 
power” of various types of appeal, we try 
to maintain a balance, printing appeals 
enough in each class to draw offers for all 
the “yellow card” names on file in that class. 
If the yellow cards in any category pile up, 
we stage a little “drive” for the particular 
article until the surplus disappears. 


Substantially the same control is applied 
to unsolicited offers, of which we receive 
many. If the donor offers some article in 
common demand, such as a bed, we give 
him a name direct from the file and the 


matter is closed then and there without 
anything appearing in print. If no request 
is on file, but we know one will be received 
shortly, we file the offer on a blue card.’ If 
the offer ig for something which is not re- 
quested often—puppies and. cars are fre- 


quent subjects of such offers—w 
name in the “white * ines the 


offer of an Airedale puppy drew over 1,700 
telephone requests by Sunday night! 


THE “HUMAN” SIDE OF THE DE- 
PARTMENT: Here we come to the meat 
of the walnut! From the formal descrip- 
tion given above, the department. routine 
may seem a dry shuffling of offers and ap- 
peals, resulting finally in a “matching up” 
of one with the other. In reality the story 
is sprinkled with broken homes restored, 
children set on the pathway to robust, pro- 
ductive maturity, and we are even credited 
with having averted suicides! In several 
¢ases, Some person in bad health has aske! 
for bedding or sick room appurtenances, 
and before the case was closed had under- 
gone a needed operation, recovered health, 
the family had been outfitted with clothing 
ani furniture, and was booming along the 
road to prosperity—all through interest en- 
listed for it through “The Friend in Need!" 


On the donor side, we have good-hearted 
but unthinking people changed to enthusi- 
astic fighters for social «good, wealthy, 
childless mothers enlisted as temporary 
goimotherg#to some poor family, and the 
like. Not infrequently a whole circle of 
people is enlisted—as when, in response to 
a printed offer we send from ten to a hun- 
dred appeals received, and the donor, struck 
by the pathos in all of them, not only gives 
the article but drums-up responses among 


friends or throughout a club or office for 


the others. © 


I can think of no better characterization 
than to say that, hidden behini our modest 
appearance in print, is a constant surge of 
the old “neighborliness,” the readiness to 
“help out” another, once so characteristic 
of all Americans. It is all but starved out 
now in our cities, with their lack of back 
fences and village postoffices, the media 
through which news of misfortune circu- 
lated in the older days, but the spirit still 
lives in our people, and is being exercised 
now by a growing circle of people through 
The Tribune as intermeiiary.
